a committee of the Pennsylvania 
Assn. of Insurance Agents told 
him state auto policyholders are 
toeing overcharged a million dollars

fedJed in their duty to determine 
the proper rating classification 
when policies were issued."

Smith, however, declined to com- 


ment on the million dollar figure 
and said it was impossible to 


estimate how much money was 
Involved. 


The commissioner said the de- 


partment's investigation "was the 
outgrowth of a regular examina- 
tion. We have been, are and will 
continue to look into this matter." 


The association asked the de- 


partment to see that overcharges 
are refunded to policyholders to 
which Smith replied: 


"The department intends to pro- 


tect the interest of the premium 
paying policyholder to the utmost." 


In commenting on the uninsured 


motorist, Leader said: 


"Too many of our people have 


found themselves innocent victims 
of 
financially 
irresponsible 
car 


owners •and operators. Some way- 
must be found to protect all of 
and property owners—from unin- 
sured motorists." 


Leader said a report made at 


his request by Smith and Revenue 
Secretary Gerald A. Gleeson, in- 
dicated the necessity for a "full 
scale study of tlie problem."

Glassford 
stayed, even though

RESERVE BOARD 
PUTS CLAMP ON 
LENDING RATES 


By FRANK O'BRIEN 


WASHINGTON (Jfi — The Feder- 


al Reserve Board has ended its 
recent pampering of the ebuslness 
boom with a double crackdown on 
resurgent credit expansion. 


Effective t o d a y , the reserve 


board permitted six reserve banks 
to shove the discount rate — the 
interest cost at which they lend 
their member commercial banks 
—up from 2V* to 2l/2 
per cent. 


That is the most restrictive lend- 


ing cost enforced by the board In 
20 years, since the first half of 
1935. 
Since then, until late this 


year, the reserve bank lending rate 
had never topped 2 per cent. 


The new discount rate was au- 


thorized for the reserve banks at 
New York, Philadelphia, Atlanta, 
Chicago, Cleveland and San Fran- 
cisco. A similar Increase for the 
nation's six other reserve banks 
is expected on the basis of previous 
experience. 


Names Second Curb 


As a second step to curb credit, 


the reserve board disclosed that it 
returned this week to sales on the 
open market of federal securities 
owned by the 
reserve 
system. 


Funds used to buy these securities 
thus become unavailable for lend- 
ing. 


The two moves followed an ebul- 


lient upswing since the first of this 
month in business activity. The 
spurt 
created 
sudden 
new de- 


mands for credit on a large scale, 
and put a strain on production sig- 
nalized in upward-moving com- 
modity prices. 


It was learned that the contin- 


ued tendency of basic prices such 
as those for metals to move up, 
ward trend t ostock market prices 
were key factors in federal reserve 
thinking which led to the new 
crackdown.

COATESVILLE, Pa. WP)—Lukens 


Steel Co. opened a 10 million dol- 
lar plant today for heat treatment 
of armor plate. The new facility 
was inspected by Rear Adm.

R. Smith. 


He added that such a finding 


"would affect nearly everyone" 
and pointed out that close to 90 
per cent of Pennsylvania's 3& mil- 
lion auto owners hold insurance 
policies in Pennsylvania. 


Appoints Bead 


Gov. leader yesterday named 


Judge James C. 
Crumlish of 


Philadelphia Common Pleas Court, 
as head of an 11-member group 
set up to study what the governor 
described as "the problem of the 
uninsured motorist." 


Leader said the group will com- 


plete Its study and report its find- 
ings In "a month or less." He 
estimated th-at a'bout 10 per cent 
of Pennsylvania motorists are un- 
insured. 


"This thing will come to a head 


in the next two or three weeks," 
Smith declared of the department's 
insurance premium study, started 
about three montjis ago "in con- 
Junction with several other states." 


Influencing Factors 


Rating; classificationi, based on 


the ege of the owner, how he uses 
his car, or the area it is operated 
in, determine the premiums on 
auto insurance policies. 


Smith disclosed the study after 


a committee of the Pennsylvania 
Assn. of Insurance Ag-ents told 
him state auto policyholders are 
•being overcharged a million dollars 
by "irresponsible people who had 
fiailed in their duty to determine 
the proper rating classification 
when policies were issued." 


Is An Outgrowth 


Smith, however, declined to com- 


ment on the million dollar figure 
and saiid it was impossible to 


estimate how much money was 
involved. 


The commissioner said the de- 


partment's inve»t.gation "was the 
outgrowth of a regular examina- 
tion. We have been, are and will 
continue to look into this matter." 


The association asked the de- 


partment to see that overcharges 
are refunded to policyholders to 
which Smith repl.ed: 


"The department intends to pro- 


tect the interest of the premium 
paving polieyholder to the utmost." 


In commenting on the uninsured 
motorist, Leader said: 


"Too many of our people have 


found themselves innocent victims 
of 
financially 
Irresponsible 
car 


owners and operators. Some way 
must be found to protect all o' 
and property owners—from unin- 
sured motorists." 


Leader said a report made at 


his request by Smith and Revenue 
Secretary Gerald A. Gleeson, in- 
dicated the necessity for a "full 
scale study of die problem."

The personal net income levy, 
tentatively agreed upon by Demo­ 
cratic leaders In tax discussion* in 
the past few days, was abandoned, 
he said, because:

and the 27 Republican m em bers of 
the Senate at the sam e tim e." 
Leader however, refused to rule 
out any form of Income tax for I 


the rem ainder of the 1955 Legisla­ 
ture. Senate Republicans last Aug­ 
ust defeated his proposal for a 
classified income tax. 
Asked if the m anufacturers levy' 
would not add a further burden on 
business in Pennsylvania, he said: 
"This would not put Pennsylva­ 
nia industry at a disadvantage in 
the m arket in Pennsylvania or out 
of the state." 
Explains Tax 
He explained the tax would op­ 
erate this way: 
The tax would be paid by a 
Pennsylvania 
m anufacturer

Hidden Sales Tax 
The governor was asked about 


criticism that a m anufacturers’ ex­ 
cise was a hidden sales tax. the 
cost of which would pyram id by 
the tim e the consum er received the 
article. 
"If this is the kind of tax Sen. 
M ahany can view as a sales tax 
and we can view as not a sales 
tax. a m iracle has happened and 
I ’m interested to know where the 
new spapers will stand on this," he 
said. 
L eader referred to a statem ent 
by Sen. M ahany, Republican Sen­ 
ate leader, that a m anufacturers’ 
excise tax w as "a hidden sales 
ta x ." 
M ahany and other Republicans 
have been seeking a 2 per cent 
sales tax to balance the sta te ’s 
budget.

The governor said he expected 
"w’ails of anguish" from the GOP 
senators, but added: 
"I believe enough of them will 
support a tax p ro g ram —probably 
this one—to put tr through.” 
"I Think We Have Arrived" 
Leader then wa* queried as to 
w hether he would 
be willing to 
settle for a com prom ise dividing 
the tax burden between the m an­ 
u facturers’ excise and a personal 
net income tax. 
"I don’t know w hat I would con­ 
sid er,” he said "I think we have 
arrived a t a program we can live 
with. So m uch dem agoguery has 
come in on this tax thing that find­ 
ing a solution to It has become 
quite difficult."

have their licenses revoked.

RESERVE BOARD 
PUTS CLAMP ON 
LENDING RATES 


By FRANK O'BRIEN 


WASHINGTON HP) — The Feder- 


al Reserve Board has ended its 
recent pampering of the ebuslness 
boom with a double crackdown on 
resurgent credit expansion. 


Effective t o d a y , the reserve 


board permitted six reserve banks 
to shove the discount rate — the 
interest cost at which they lend 
their member commercial banks 
—up from 254 tc 2l/2 per cent. 


That is the most restrictive lend- 


ing cost enforced by the board in 
20 years, since the first half of 
1935. 
Since then, until late this 


year, the reserve bank lending rate 
had never topped 2 per cent. 


The new discount rate was au- 


thorized for the reserve banks at 
New York, Philadelphia, Atlanta, 
Chicago, Cleveland and San Fran- 
cisco. A similar increase for the 
nation's six other reserve banks 
is expected on the basis of previous 
experience. 


Names Second Curb 


As a second step to curb credit, 


the reserve board disclosed that it 
returned this week to sales on the 
open market of federal securities 
owned by the reserve system.

There is 
peace, it seems. 


But it is the kind of peace a fish- 


erman sees when he looks across 
a lake on a frigid November. On 
the surface nothing stirs, but only 
because the cold has driven the 
fish down deeper to wage their 
endless struggle against one an- 
other. 


If there Is still no open war by 


next election day the Republicans 
will have a good talking point. 
But in the end the cold war, with 
the subtle struggle fought beneath 
the surface, may be just as deadly 
as a hot one. 


Some Tests Ahead 


The United States has plenty of 


trouble on its hands. How well 
it is overcome will be one of the 
major tests of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration. 


The Israeli-Egyptian struggle is 


only one part of the deadly strug- 
gle between the United States and 
Russia. The Egyptians are buying 
arms from the Communists, re- 
portedly 80 million dollars' worth. 


The Israelis have 
asked 
the 


United States for arms. They had 
hardly made the request Wednes- 
day when the Egyptian ambassa- 
dor in Washington warned this 
country that if the Jews get Amer- 
ican arms the United States loses 
the friendship of the Arab world. 


The Republican pollticans are 


over a barrel on this, just as the 
Democrats would be in their place. 
This country can't afford to lose 
the friendship of the Arab world 
with its oil supplies and its strate- 
gic value In a war with Russia. 


At the same time the politicians 


know the large American Jewish 
voting population doesn't want to 
see the Jews of Israel outgunned 
or overrun by the Arabs. 


Up till now the United States 


would stiff-arm the Communisls. 
The Middle East has been a bai- 
rier to Russian expansion south- 
ward. 


But the Russians now are mak- 


ing bid to move in, if only at first 
in a kind of oblique way- They'd 
have to men in anyway. They're 
promising not only arms but eco- 
nomic help, as in Saudi Arabia, Af- 
ghanistan and Syria. 


The United States,' to offset Rus- 


sian promises of aid, may have 
to step up its own economic as- 
sistance 
in the 
Middle • Eastern 


area. But this happens at a time 
when the Eisenhower administra- 
tion is trying to cut expenses. 


All in all, the Eisenhower ad- 


ministration has tough days ahead, 
with the Democrats 
always on 


hand to point to the failures.
